Promptly at 10 o'clock the carri 
ages arrived at the Capitol building 
and Governor Markham and all the 
State officers were 
driven to the 
Western Hotel where Governor Budd 


is stopping and where the 
different 
military companies and civic societies 
had formed. 


When the carriages had arrived at 
the hotel the different military com- 


1 panics were drawn up in line to re-- 
ceive the retiring Governor and the 
State officers. 


Without any delay Governor Budd 
made hit appearance and entered the. 
carriage with Governor Mkrkhamn| 
shaking thV lattera rjand; 
,«Mnily*> 
This little incident caused an out­ 
burst of cheers from thousands of 
throats and both Governors , raised 
their hats-artd bowed to the mulii^ 
'tude. 


The procession then formed in the 
following order and marched through 


the principal streets to the Capitol: 


First in the order of the companies 


was the Second Infantry of Sacra­ 
mento, 
commanded 
by 
Colonel 
Guthrie and headed by the Second 
Infantry Band. 
Nexf followed Light 
Battery B of Sacramento in command 


of Captain Cock. This company fired 
the inaugural salute of nineteen guns. 


Following the light battery boys 
came the Fourth Brigade signal corps 
under command of Lieutenant 
Mar­ 
tin. 
Next in order was the cadet 
company, First Infantry of San Fran­ 
cisco, Lieutenant-Colonel Bush com­ 
manding. 
The 
Sixth Infantry of 
Stockton, Colonel J. J. Nunan, fol­ 
lowed. 
Then came the Third In­ 
fantry of San Francisco, in command 


of Colonel Thomas F. Barry. 
The 
entire military 
arrangements 
were 
under the charge of General Sheehati. 


The exempt firemen of Stockton 
and Sacramento took a place in the 
procession next after the militia and 
then came the carriages, alongside of 
which marched the Iroquois Club, 
resplendent in the gorgeous parapher­ 
nalia of their tribe. 


The committee arranged the place 


of each carriage in the parade and 
iwhomitwasto carry. 
The first, of 
course, contained the Governor and 
the Governor-eleet, and those with 
them were Supreme Justice Henshaw 
and Adjutant-General C. C. Allen. 
Then came carriages containing the 
Senate Committee and the Gover­ 
nor's staff, consisting of Colonel J. B. 
Wright, Colonel Robert Murray and 
Colonel F. S Chadbourne. 


Then followed more carriages, the 
first of which contained 
Lieutenant- 
Governor 
Reddick, 
President 
pro 
tem. Judge Spencer. 
The three car­ 
riages 
following 
were 
alloted 
to^ 
Mayor B. U. Steinman and the City. 
Board of Trustees, with 
carriages 
carrying the incoming and outgoing 
State officials. 


The parade, which was many blocks 
long, left the down-town hotel sharply 
at 11 a. m. for the Capitol Jby 
the

Arriving there the 
militia passed in review before Gov­ 
ernor Markham and his successor. 
They were then dismissed. 
After 
the review Governor-elect Budd, es­ 
corted 
by the 
Senate and

committees, entered the

then introduced his successor. 


The oath of office was administered 


by Supreme Justice F. W. Henshaw. 
This was at the request of Mr. Budd. 
They were college mates together at 
Berkeley in years gone by and Mr. 
Budd felt that he wanted his old time 
college chum to administer the' oath 
that would make him Governor of 
California.

rival of the Senators, Speaker Lynch 
announced a call for a Republican

ate. 
Gleaves, who presided at the 
Perkins conference last night, issued 
the call for the caucus. 


The 
Lieutenant-Governor called 
the 
Assembly to order.

Lynch announced that returns from 


all the counties in the State had been 
receiyjed. . ...Xhe canvassing of 
the 
vote by counties was then begun, the 
totals only being read. 


It was just 3:15 when 
Speaker 
Lynch read

WON'T BE CINCHED- 


There has been a great deal of sur 
prise manifested over the fact that 
Governor 
Budd is stopping at a 
second-class hotel in Sacramento, 
viz, the Western Hotel, and in this 
connection a story is told that shows 
that the new Governor, though he 
comes from Stockton, is not as ver­ 
dant as one would suppose. The 
story as to the reason Mr. Budd is 
stopping it the Western Hotel runs 
thus: 


One day last week Mr. Budd sent 
word to the manager of the Golden 
Fajle Hotel that he would like 10 
secure rooms and board there for 
himself and wife, desiring to know 
the terms per month. 
The answer 
came back that the Governor-elect 
and wife could be accommodated for 
the sum of $180 per month. 
Thi s 
nearly knocked the buckboard Gov­ 
ernor silly and he sent word back 
that he would not need any rooms at 
that price, but would 
immediately 
send to Stockton for an ark that he 
has anchored there and would live 
in that before he would be fleeced 
by any blankety blank Sacramento 
Hotel. 


He then 
went to the Western 
hotel where he secured larger and 
better furnished 
rooms of modern 
convenience for far less money and 
he is now perfectly contented and 
the ark still remains anchored in the 
Stockton slough. 


The Golden Eagle hotel in Sacra­ 
mento has always had a certain pull 
upon politicians and others who visit 
Sacramento every 
two years, not­ 
withstanding that it is one of the old­ 
est buildings in the town, has no ele­ 
vator, no modern improvements, and 
its furniture is of the style and fashion 
of thirty years ago. 


We congratulate Governor Budd 
upon his effort to stamp out the ex­ 
tortion that is practiced upon visitors 
to Sacramento by hotel men and 
more especially by the Golden Eagle 
whose landlord 
charges more for 
room and board than an excellent 
suite and board would cost at the 
Palace Hotel, San Francisco. 


THE SENATORIAL FIGHT. 


The friends of Senator Perkins'felt 
very jubilant last evening when it 
was announced that out of the eighty- 
nine Republican Senators and As­ 
semblymen, he had got forty-five of 
them together in caucus, and they 
had endorsed him for United States 
Senator. 
The other forty-four re­ 
fused to go into caucus, and it is un­ 
derstood that at least thirty-five of 
them favor M . H. DeYoung for the 
office of United States Senator. The 
De Young forces say that the meet­ 
ing held last night was not a caucus 
and is not binding, and that it was 
only a bluff on the part of the Per­ 


kins managers, who, after counting 
noses and rinding out that they were 
beat, thought to play a trump card 
by getting forty-five men together in 
caucus and bind the other forty-four 
members to the decision of the cau 
cus. 
The De Young men claim that 
the work of the Perkins contingent 
is altogether too coarse, and that now 
any chance that he might ever have 
had is gone. If the forty-five men 
stay with Perkins he will still lack 
sixteen votes necessary for election, 
and he has so antagonized 
those 
who refused to attend the caucus 
that it will be impossible for him to 
gain any more votes. 
On the other 
hand it is claimed that De Young will 
steadily 
gain votes from 
Perkins 
until he has the required sixty-one. 
If he does not make these gains there 
will be a deadlock, and another can­ 
didate will be united upon. 
With 
this idea in view there'is no doubt 
but what a, large stock of candidates 
will crop up before the next twenty- 
four'hours have passed. 
The people 
of the State will watch the fight with 
a great deal of interest. 


IF the bills introduced in the Leg­ 
islature for appropriations of money 
to erect buildings on the University 
and Deaf and Dumb Asylum grounds 
should pass it will afford quite an 
amount of work for the various 
classes of artisans and laborers which 
are necessary for such 
purposes,

Berkeley.

Charles R. Bennett, the ex-secre 
lary of the Society for the Suppres­ 
sion of Vice, who earned consider­ 
able notoriety through his persecu­ 
tions of Miss Ella Gray, was found 
guilty by a jury in the Superior Court 
of Alameda county last night, on a 
charge of assaulting with a deadly 
weapon George Gray, the young 
lady's father. 


In finding this verdict the Judge 
showed some leniency, for in the in­ 
formation Bennett was charged with 
an assault to commit murder. 


As soon as the verdict was ren­ 
dered 
Bennett'was taken to the 
County Jail. 
He will receive his 
sentence next Monday. 
It is within 
the discretion of the Court to send 
him to the penitentiary or to the 
Coii'ity Jail. 


Bennett takes his conviction very 
much to heart. The case was bitterly 
fought before the jury. 
Bennett de­ 
clared that he had simply tired the 
shot in self-defense. It was the gen 
eral impression that if it had been 
any other man on trial "but 
Bennett 
he would not have been found guilty. 


Everybody in the courtroom, save 
his attorneys, were against the ex- 
secretary. 
The lobby laughed at 
Sennet's attorney when he made a 
plea fqr mercy for his client. 
Coun­ 
sel for Bennett made a plea for the 
ex-secretary on account of his wife 
and babies at home. 
"Send this 
man home to them," said the attor­ 
ney. 
"Perhaps they are watching 
and waiting at the window for him to 
come home tonight. 
I )o not disap­ 
point them and God will bless you." 


When Bennett heard this appeal 
he broke down completely and cried 
ltke a child in front of the jury. The 
ex-secretary continued his weeping 
for several minues, but it did not 
make any impression on the jury. 


In the argument for the prosecu­ 
tion Colonel . Henry I. Kowalsky 
handled Bennett without gloves. He 
referred at length to his ceaseless 
persecutions of Miss Gray, and said 
that the outraged parent had been 
driven to the very verge of despera­ 
tion. 
Bennett had been shown in a 
most unenviable light, he declared. 
He had been exposed as a hypo­ 
crite, a persecutor of women, and 
finally as a man with murder in his 
heart. 
There was no doubt, the at­ 
torney argued, that Bennett intended 
to kill Gray, and an angry commun­ 
ity was waiting to see justice meted 
out to him. 


The 
attorneys for the prisoners 
will make a motion for a new trial 
when the matter comes up Monday. 


Gray will be tried next week on a 
charge of attempting to kill Bennett. 


Bennett and Gray exchanged shots 
at each other while riding on an 
Oakland local train, on the morning 
of July 28th last. 
Gary opened hos­ 
tilities, firing four bullets at his ene­ 
my, but without effect. 


Bennett, wlien he found that he 
was out of danger, turned and fired 
a shot at his assailant, which which 
took effect in the foot of an innocent 
bystander. 
Miss Ella Gray, who 
was with her father, also drew her re­ 
volver, in the hope that she would 
get a chance to kill Bannett, but she 
was disarmed before she could use 
the weapon. 


The 
story of the trouble between 
the Grays and Bennett is a long one, 
and has frequently been told. 
Ella 


Gray charged that the ex secretary of 
the Society for the - Suppression of 
"Vice had led her astray arid then 
persecuted her when she tried to lead 
an upright life. 
She told her story 
to her father nearly two years ago. 


When Gray next met Bennett in 
front of the City Hail in Oakland he 
fired three shots at him. 
Bennett 
ran away and saved his life. 
Gray 
was arrested, tried and accquitted. 
After that Bennett renewed his per­ 
secutions of the girl until a second 
climax was reached, the one which 
landed both Bennett and Gray in 
jail, and which resulted in the form­ 
er's conviction last night.
